_ It is not porsiblo to givo any- 
thing like a complete summary 0 
tho report, as Mr. Duncan has 

- oxboustivoly oxaminod the whole 
quostion of port _dovelopment 
and tho many subjects ro- 
lated thoroto.°In a proamblo 
be atates that tho incroase in tho 
‘Colony'e business, the incroaso in 
cost of land, and incroases in tho 

- cost of i vour, the cost of storage 
and tho possibility of doflection 
of trade have brought sbout an 

appreciation of the necossity for 

“dovelopment on moro modern 
linos. Mr. Duncan thon goos on 
to. rofor to tho roport 0 
‘tho late Sir Mourico Fitzmaurico 
‘and also othor various dovolor- 
mont schomes, including Capt. 
Davison’s sohomo for a wot 
‘dock at Kowloon Point, Mr. A. R. 
Suthorland’s echome for 'o 

* passonger depot at Victoria and 
_to’ .reclamation — schomes ut 
North: Point and Konnody Town, 
as woll as to the development of 
‘tho harbout front in gonoral. 

- In the second saction of tho ro- 
port, Mr, ,Duncan yory fully 
oxploros tho conditions affocting 
the proviston of wharfage, doaling: 
with ‘communications, products 
and industrios.* Ho analyses the 
trade of tho port and compares 
tho dopth of the Colony's-wators 
with tho canals and ports used by 
ships visiting hore. So far as 
ocean-going ships aro concorned, 
ho thinksthatships with a draught 
of more thon 34 fost are not like- 

Vy to visit tuo pucs for many yours 
to como, and that for coaster 
vessols a depth of 30 foot of water 
alongside ‘a quay should suffice. 
For rivor steamors, oa depth of 20 
foot and for junks « dopth of 12 
foot should bo onough. 


_WHARFAGE NEEDS. 


Having dealt with tho datum, 
tho height of quay walls, 
typhoone, otc, Mr. Duncan sots 
forth tho advantages of wharfage 
as against tho handling of cargo 
in stroam ond gocs on to 
-examino tho conditions affecting 
the extont of possible wharfago. 
Ho states that for ocean-going 
stoamors, 17 additional borths 
»may bo required, whilst for river 
steamboats it would socom that 
nino borths’ are required. 
Proviston should also bo made 
to accommodate junke and 
barges. Ho states that it is 
not possible to provide, within 
the present “harbour limits” 
antisfactory schomon for the 

_ accommodation of tho prosont 
ahipping using the harbour and 
that tho “limits” should bo 
extended to Lyomun on tho cast 
and by tho inclusion of Laichikok

WEST POINT PROBLEM. 


He exaniinos the locations of 
prosont trade and.conoludos, for 
_ a, varloty of rpasons, that an 
economic and practicable sohomo 
for dovoloping Wost Point cannot 
- be designed. “Provision for 
tho cconomic — bandling 
. tho rico, sugar ond 
_trados = munt-— thoroforo 
modo st anothor loonlity and, if 
_possiblo, on tho Hongkong sida 


regulation of the traffic. Mr 
Duncan: thon touchos upon, in 
somo detail, the queation of. a 
cattle dopot and pier at Konnedy 
Town, tho handling of gonoral 
cargo at the Kowloon and Holt 
wharvos, oil bunkoring facilitios, 
ferry servicos and typhoon 
sholtors. . 

In tho third section of tho 
roport, Mr Duncan outlines hie 
schomes of deyolopment and tho 
oxtont of works rocommonded 
for immodiate construction. 
Having stated that tho oxtont 
of such works.-must be limited 
to secure a roturn on the 
capital oxponse involved, ho 


{] recommenda that immediate con- 


aidoration should be given tocthe 
strongthoning of roads required 
to carry heavy traffic, but makes 
no proposal regarding . type of 
warchouso os the typo of cach 
building will havo to conform to 


its roquizomonts. 


NORTH POINT. 


Ho considors that North Point 
ia tho only suitablo placo whore 
berthage can bo constructed to 
handle the trado now carried on 
at West Point and also the flour 
trade. Ho states that 1,693 foot 
of quay wall aro now + undor 
construction by private ontor- 
priso. and that o further . 3,000 
feot of quay wall should bo 
provided, making 4 total for 
coaster steamers of 4.693, in 
addition to Which 1,500 feet of 
borthage is dosigned for occan- 
going stoamers. Roads, bridges, 
oto., are all provided for in tho 
plans which have boon propared. 
Tho ostimated cost of the quay 
walf, nullah works, reclamation 
and dredging is put ot $3,280,000, 


NEW CENTRAL RECLAMA- 
TION... 


Rogarding: Hongkong Contral, 
Mr. Duncan provides for a local 
passongor and cargo depot, forry 
piors, otc, tho full dotails of which 
aro too longthy for statement 
here, Ho proposes a new' 150 
foot-wide reclamation from Doug- 
las Strect to the Western Market 
and tbo construction of fivo ‘piors, 
cach 300 foot in longth. Thoro 
will be booking offices, waiting 
rooms, scorching rooms, cto., all 
undor Govornmont control, A 
new pior for tho. Imports and 
Exports Departmont and also a 
new picr for tho Harbour ond 
Police Departmonts are provided 
for. The ostimated cost of this 
contral district echome is put at 
$7,440,000. : 


OTHER SCHEMES. 


In providing for, a vohicular 
forry pior at Jordan Road, Kow- 
loon, Mr. Duncan estimates tho 
oxponditura of $690,000. 

Regarding tho Konnedy Town 
scbomo for the provision of bottor 
facilities for Innding cattlo, ote., 
and for providing lairages, it is 
proposed to reclaim Kennody 
Town foreshore to a dopth of 200 
feot for a length of 2,470 fost, 
and to construct o ‘wharf 
350 foot in longth. Othor 
nocossary worke aro dotailod, tho 
total cost of this scheme being 
ostimatod at $2,013,000. 


At Hunghom Bay itis proposed 
to-roolaim earens adjoining tho 
roilway roolamationand to project 
threo jettics and thus form ship 
and junk basins..

RUMOURS OF- PURCHASE. 


Denial by Steamboat Company. 


During tho past few daya very 
porsiatont rumours havo provailed 
fo tho offoot that tho Hongkong, 
Canton ond Macao Steamboat 
Company have purchased, from 
the salvagors, tho s.s. Houngshan, 
as that vosso! now lies off Sham- 
shuipo, to which place it was 
taken aftor having been rofloated 
off Junk Rook, Canton Rivor. As 
was roportod in the Telegraph at 
tho timo, the vossol went aground 
lost spring and, was thought to bo 
a hopoloss wreok. A Chinoso 
salvage company hos roflonted 
the ship and sinco its arrival 
in Hongkong many conjectures 
havo boon made as to its final 
disposition, : 

A roprosentative of the 
Telegraph, called at the offices 
of the Stoamboat Company this 
morning snd was officially 
authorised to stato that no offer 
of threo lakhs or three-and-a-half 
lakhs {as rumour had it) has beon 
made by the Company to tho 
presont ownors of the vossel. It 
is true that the Company was ap- 
proached by somo unauthorised 
parties who offered to soll tho 
boat for five lakhs, but this offer 
wor declined. The Steamboat 
Company is not in any nogoti- 
ations for the purohase of the 
vorsel. ; 

Wo loarn that an offer to buy 
the boot has boon made from 
Shanghai, but that nothing do- 
finite bas yot transpired, Tho 
ownors havo not yet undertaken 
‘tho ropoir or refitmont of tho 
vossol, as thoy are first exploring 
the possibilities of salo.
